This is a supplemental declaration by me as one of the below named inventors, which 
is being submitted in order to overcome a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 251. The original 
declaration failed to identify at least one error that is relied upon to support the reissue 
application. I declare that this oversight occurred without any deceptive intent on the part 
of the applicant. The error relied upon by the applicant to support the reissue application 
is as follows: 

The original patent is believed to be partly inoperative because the patentee claimed 
less than he had a right to claim in the patent. Accordingly, the reissue is a broadening 
reissue, the nature of which is as follows: 

The original patent's claims are method claims that contain steps that can be performed 
in different countries, thereby affecting coverage of the claims. For example, in Claim 1, 
the "detecting" step and the "generating" step must be performed where the survey is 
conducted; however, the "correlating" step is a data processing step that need not be 
performed in the country where the survey is conducted. The claims added in the reissue 
application address this problem of trans-border claim avoidance.
